PIONEER SCHOOL. 


EDUCATION IN ‘THE NEW 
TERIUTORIES, 


The Hon, Dr. S. W. Tso per- 
formed the opening ceremony 01 
the new Schoo! building at Un 
Long, in the New Territories, yes- 
terday afternoon. There was a 


large gathering present, including S 


the Director of Mducation, Mr, G. 
P. de Martin. - 
_ Dr. Ts0 and the 
Education were met on arrival by 
the Headmaster, Mr. Li Kang-sum, 
and the Elders, who conducted 
them to the new building. . The 
Ileadmaster then presented the 
key of the building. to Dr. Tso and 
requested him to open the 
premises. > 

After the opening ceremony, Dr. 
Tro and the Director of Educa- 
tion were conducted to the hall 
where Dr. Tso addressed the 
gathering. . 

Dr, Tso said that’ it gave him 
great pleasure to declare the 
school building open. He under- 
stood. that the school had 
been’ established by ths Gov- 
ernment in the year 1904, soon 
after the Territories had been 
lensed to Great Britain. ‘The 
schoo) was first started at the ‘Tai 
Kui village in rented premises 
but as the inhabitants did not 
appreciate the  nadvantages oo 
education it was removed to the 
Ping Shan village in 1907. Very 
little progress was 
and if, was removed back to Tai 
Kui, where it had remained until 
to-day, 

As the results - obtained were 
encouriging, the Government in 
1929, decided to build a new per- 
manent building with a view to 
encouraging the people to take « 
further interest in education. 
This was the first Government 
School erected in the New Terri- 
tories, and he hoped it would be 
the fore-runner of many more. 
They were very fortunate in 
having Mr. Li Kang-sum as thelr 
Headmuster, and he had a very 
high regard of Mr. Li'a character 
and personality.

JAPAN ADAMANT. 


Assuming, ax we must, that 
Japan’s Intest statement repre- 
nents the considered view of the 
Tokyo Government regarding the 
action of the League of Nations on 
the Manchuria dispute, it is evi- 
dent that there is still no intention 
of complying with the request 
made for the withdrawal of her 
troops into the Railway Zone be- 
fore commencing negotiations with 
China. In short, Japan stands pat 
and declines to make any conces- 
sions whatsoever. This Is most 
regrettable, since adherence to 
such an attitude makes any pro- 
xress towards a solution of the 
problem practically impossible. 
Incidentally, it contrasts sharply 
with China’s willingness to nego- 
tiate an arbitration troaty with 
Japan at any time, thus providing 
a medium for the adjustment of 
all outstanding issucs, 

It is not without its nignifieance 
that Japan considers the recent 
resolution of the League Council 
to be null and void. She takes the 
stund ‘that it fell through because 
it failed to obtain the unanimous 
approval of the. Council. -Techni- 
cally, she is right, but the fact 
still remains that, with Japan the 
only dissentient, the resolution re- 
presents the opinion of the rest of 
the world. In other words, every, 
other nation considers that, be- 
fore any other step is taken, Japan 
should place herself right In tho 
eyes of the world by removing her 
troops from Chinese territory. 
The Tokyo Government makes light 
of the occupation by referring to 
“eertnin gmall contingents” re- 
maining at n few pointa outside 
the Railway Zone, arguing that 
their presence cannot be ropre- 
sented a5 a means of dictating to 
China the terms for a sottlemont. 
Almost simultaneously with this 


statement, however, is the drafting | 


of further troops into tho arens, 
and, what is more, the extending 
of the area so occupicd. It is 
noteworthy, also, that amongat 
the basic principles on which 
is prepared - to negotiate 


-|conflict 


restoratoin of the status quo, but 
so far from consenting thoreto, 
Japan insists on keeping her 
forces where they arc. Sho will 
Not even consent to foreign ropro- 
fontatives observing the ovacun- 
tion and China's arrangements for 
safeguarding the lives and pro-- 
Perty of Japanese nationals. In 
short, she declines to budge an’ 
inch from the position she has 
tnken up ‘from the start. 

Amongst the other fasues on 
which Japan wishes to negotiate 
direct with China is the question 
of her treaty rights in Manchuria, 
Here, again, she considers this a 
matter solely between herself and 
China, and would secmingly resent 
any Impartial investigation of Tie 
issues involved. China, on the 
other hand, has taken the stand 
that she cannot recognise any 
commitments entered into between 
Japan and the Manchurlan autho- 
rities to which she herself has not 
arsented, Clearly, the questlon 
is complex that. indepen- 
dent inquiry seems easential. If 
Japan contends that her rights 
can be squared with International 
law, she can surely have nothing 
to fear from impartial investign- 
tion. .Taking the whole Japancse 
attitude into account, there will be 
widespread disappointment at the 
disinclination to make any sort 
of compromise. It is not by such 
an attitude that the interests of 
international concord and amity 
are served,

The Industrial Future, 


Mr. Gerard Swope’s recent pro- 
posal for an elnborate industrial 
plan to avert depression hak 
brought into the open an important 
between two attitudes 
toward modern life. Mr. Swope 
presented a complicated . scheme 
for the guidance of national 
economics, Mr, Owen D. Young, 
following him, summed up the 
issue succinctly by remarking’ 
“The question. is whelher the 
people who ‘ate calling for 
economic planning really mean 
what they sny. Are they willing 
to surrender their individual frec- 
dom to the extent necessary to 
execute n plan?” It is no ex- 
aggeration to ssy that that draws 
the Hne along which n tremen- 
dows battle of words is going to 
be fought in the near future.’ In 
the past the people of the world 
have clung tenaciously to the ideal 
of Individual independence. The 
right of the worker to choose hix 
own employment, the right of the 
business man to run his business 
as he thought fit, the duty of 
government to keep its handa off 
the machinery—these have 
been cardinal points in the creed. 
It is only recontly that this erced 
has been seriously questioned. 
The “Inissez faire’ school of 
economics had almost 4 unanimous 
mujority until the blizzard smote 
the world. Now, however, we arc 
hearing demands for five-year 
plana, for comprehensive schemes 
like Mr. Swope’s, for concerted 
action that will smooth out the 
rough places. Whether or not any 
of these plans will finally be adopt- 
ed is beside the point.. The thing 
that needs to be recognised now 
ix that adoption of any of them 
will mean that we shall be obliged 
to give up some of our old free- 
dom. We cannot have it both 
ways. Wecan go along in the old 
course if we prefer, guided by the 
traditional notions about indivi- 
dual initiative and liberty—but, 
when depressions come, things will 
have to be allowed to work them- 
selves out. .Or we can put 
elaborate plans into operation to 
minimize the Industrial cycle and 
insure a steady income for all 
hands—but, if we do, wo shall 
have to modify our old ideas about 
Individual freedom very material- 
ly. The conflict between theso 
attitudes is certain to, become im- 


portant in the next few years.

She denied speaking: or publishing 
the words alleged and contendcal 
that the words she spoke were un- 
derstood as vulgar abuse and did 
not amount to defamatory matter, 

The statement explained that at 
about half past two on the day in 
question Miss Stavely, when crosa- 
ing Middle Road, was nearly run 
over by two motor cycles, one driven 
by Mr. Hrand with plaintit on the 
pillion seat, and the other driven 
by Mr. Marriott with plaintiff's 
husband on the pillion seat, 

The shock caused her to lode con. 
trol of her temper and speech and 
she had no recallection of what she 
said. Plaintiff was attired male 
clothing and defendant did not 
know What plainti’ was a woman. 
They were total strangers and had 
not. sedn exch other before. 


An Apology. 

The statement continued that she 
addressed herself to Mr. Brand, 
that she was incoherent as wis ob- 
vious ty all who heard her, these be- 

‘ing only Mr. Brand, Mr. Marriott, 
plaintit! and her husband, They 
were all tully aware. that she (de- 
fendant) was not deliberately mak 
ing any imputation on the charac- 
ter of pluintitf, : 

Mr, Rendall explained that Misa 
Stavely had added to her previous 
apology, which was not accepted, 
that she unreservedly withdrew 
any imputation on plaintiffs char- 
acter and apologised for the vulgar 
abuse she had uttered.

The 
abuse, however was actionable, and 
he could not read the letter of Au- 
gust 18 as a real desire to upolo- 
giac. He was satiafied that plain- 
tit? svng-a lady of irreproachable 
character but did not think it was 
aw eatie for heavy damages.-

PRISON SENTENCES. 


“There's nothing like enjoying 
yourself," was the excuse given 
by a private of the South Wales 
Borderers who . together with 
two others, appeared before Mr.

Sub-Inspector Chester Woods 
sald that at about 11.45 vm. on 
Monday the complainant was driv- 
ing his car nlong Chater Road, 
returning to the stand when he 
wan stopped by the defendants, 
who engaged the vehicle to tuke 
them to The Penk. © When the car 
had reached a spot about half a 
mile beyond the junction. of Stubbs 
Road and Magazine Gap Road, the 
occupants alighted. 


The soldiers produced bottles of 
beer and asked the driver if he 
had an opener.
